My dear Mr. Fox:- 


I am forwarding under another cover a copy 
of the "Spanish Songs of 014 California," as per your order 
of March 18; and herewith enclose the duplicate voucher. ‘The 
reauirement that this be sworn to has caused the delay in 
filling your order; as I keep no Notary Public in the house, 
and it has not been convenient to me to seek one. ‘Yogay, I 
gave an hour of my time, walked ten blocks, and got your 
vouchers duly certified. The Notery was kind enough, in 
view of the humor of the situation, to charge only half price 
for his services -- namely, fifty cents for the two certifica- 
tions. ; 


While this causes me the inconvenience noted, 
it also makes the book cost you twenty cents more than an 
ordinary citizen of Pierre would have paid at retail, postpaid. 


Out of a sale of more than 3000 cf these Song 
Books, I have had only one other like experience with library 
red tape -~ that from Denver, but they had only one voucher. 


I have no doubt that you have suffered in- 
numnerably from this strangulation of Red Tape, and am not at 
all blaming you; but I have established the rule now that no 
more orders will be filled which require an oath before a 
Notary that the price of $1.50 printed on the book is the 
actual price of the book, and that the 20% discount to a 
library leaves $1.20. It would be simpler, I think, to 
procure some benevolent private citizen to send the re- 
tail price, and present the library with the book. 


These Songs are as free from Red Tape as 
anything can be, and I am sure you will enjoy then,
